Xe'v York. Octolwr 1. — The Urightuii Beach Rac- 
in;: .V«tiU4'latioii provided a splendid card fur the 
<>l»enini: day of its October lueetlng. The two sec- 
tions of the rich Produce Stakes of ?.’>0,000 for two- 
.vear-old colts and two-year-old fillies respectively, 
were won by Electioneer and Court Dress. Both 
r:H-es produced brilliaut contests with the result in 
doubt almost to the closing strides. In the colt 
race De Mund the favorite, carried a fortune in 
wagers as did McCarter, the second choice. Election- 
eer lieing entirely neglected in the l»etting. Bad 
starling and foul riding played an important part 
in deciding this race. The winner had every ad- 
9 vantage of a good start, pace, vigorous ride and 
clear sailing and scoreil a lucky victory. De Mund 
suffered at the sendoff and tired after an early 
effort to dispose of McCarter, which beat the bar- 
rier. The Newcastle stable representative was 
la-ateu on his merits. Their jockeys, Radtke and 
Miller ri“S|»ecllvely. rode rough shod over the others 
on the liackstretch and were questioned by the 
stewards. Tliere was a long delay before the 
original placing was confirmed. To the gigantic 
I’aumonok, running for the first time in the name 
and colors of Harry Payne Whitney, belonged all 
the glory of the race. Virtually left at the post, 
he closed an immense gap and finished running 
tlins^ feet to the leader's one. Horsemen declared 
Jit'itbppok may Iw the two-ye.ar-old colt of the 
year, bur oiie'.*Hflvidere. 

I'ourt Dress has not grown noticeable and ex- 
|»erls predict her early downfall by fillies now run- 
ning of less fame than the Keene miss. E. R. 
Thomas' Barbary Belle, runner-up l.i the filly half 
of tile big stake, impressed oxperts. 

Duly two favorites were successful. Court Dress, 
at prohibitive t*dds and T. S. Martin, winner of the 
sl<H-piecliase for three-year-olds. Tlie majority of 
the siK‘cula lively inclined kept ^^ff this race, in 
"liicii the young cross-country horses were making 
llieir debuts. 

Outsiders accounted for the remainder of the 
card. Dr. Gardner led off with a decisive victory 
in the opening sprint. Halifax, favorite and 

heavily supiKuted, trailed in the dnst. The defeat 
of First .Mason in a selling race, the sixth at a 
mile and a quarter, by Red Friar, was a stunning 
'surprise, whereas the filling of tlie favored positions 
ill the last by outsiders occasioned no comment out 
of tlie ordinar.v.

SHIELDS AGAIN QUARRELS WITH SHAW. 

.Vew York. October 1. — Willie Shaw will not ride 
again this year on the liiwses running in the names 
of E. R. Thomas and ,Vle.\ Shields. Because of the 
wa.v he handled Diamond i/i the first race on Thurs- 
day, Shields liecame very angry, it is said, and made 
a complaint to the stewards, who according to re- 
port, did not agree with the fault finding trainer. 
Sliields, however, has declared that Shaw could not 
ride for him again. Saturday he put .Miller on Hali- 
fax and Hildebrand on Onatas, further indicating 
his dis|ileasure. Shaw's friends say that he did his 
licsl willi Diamond, also tliat if Shields had per- 
mitted Shaw to ride Go Between in rei’ent races 
under waiting orders the .Meddler horse would have 
made a much better showing. Shields, it is uuder- 
stooil, la'dered Shaw to take Go Between, who is 
essmitially a stretch riinuer, to the front, with the 
I'cMilt that the Subiirliaii winner has gone steadily 
liackward in fonii. Sliields has found fault witli 
numerous jockeys. He had trouble with Shaw once 
Ixfore this season, but it was patclied up. The 
present breaeh. however, is probably a (lernianent 
one, for there Is much ill feeling between the jockey 
and the trainer. 

NO CHANCE FOR MATCH RACE. 

.New York, October 1. — It*Iooks now as if there is 
no further chance for a match race between Rosela?n 
and Lady .\melia. In the first place It is said that 
the Lady .Vinelia people have cold feet, while it is 
also asserted that the Westchester Racing .Associa- 
tion, following the policy of the Jockey Club, will 
not make a move to foster such turf events. In 
fact. It is generally understood that the Jockey 
Club made it plain to F. J. Dwyer, when the match 
was called off on Thursday, that it would be ad- 
visable to let the matter drop then and there. Match 
races have never been looked upon with favor by 
tlie Jockey Club, so that all further chances for a 
meeting between Rosebeu and Lady Amelia appear 
to be of no account.

Imuisville. Ky., October 1. — The full directorate 
oi the American Turf Association — Messrs. M. J. 
Winn. Edward Corrigan, W. J. O’Brien, May Over- 
ton, J. L. Rliinock, W. Campbell Scott, W. O. 
Farmer, W. T. Shannon and Secretary McAllister — 
met in the parlors of the Selbaeh Hotel this luuru- 
ing. The license of jockey Treubel was revoked, 
witli the statement that it was for the good of the 
turf. Jockey Munro’s application to have his 
llc’ense restored was denied. The application of 
jockey Vliu'ent Foy for liceu.se was granted on 
probation and the court’s ruling releasing him from 
the contract held by H. McCarren, Jr., was recog- 
nized. The boy is now at liberty to sign a new 
contract. On recommendation of Francis Trevelyan# 
who officiated at the Toronto meeting, the licenses 
of trainer T. Hatfield and jockey J. McLaughlin were 
revoked. The application of Sam Most, ruled off 
at City Fark last winter, to be restored to guod 
standing, was referred to the judges who promul- 
gated the original ruling. Jockey W. Obert, wbo 
confessed to having pulled Coruscate during the 
Latonia meeting and implicated owner U. J, Ferry 
as having acted in collusiun with him, bad a lung 
hearing before the directors, but up to the time of 
adjournment at 1 o’clock this afternoon no decision 
had been reached. The members, with the excep- 
tion of J. L. Rbluock, who left this afternoon for 
Cinciiiuati, are in session tonight, but a decision 
in the matter had not been reached when Daily 
Racing Form went to press.

New Y'ork. Dctolier 1. — Mohawk il. couldn’t win 
a running race this year, Imt lie lieat out the tug- 
Ixiat^ C. C. Clark in a race in East river Saturday. 

Mohawk II. and nine of bis stablemates were 
i'l-uught in from Uie Sheep.«hcad Bay track Wer rt»c 
lamg Island railroad, on their way to John San- 
ford’s farm at .Amsterdam. The cars were switclied 
iiitu tlie yards and run down to the foot of Sixth 
street, where New York Central float No. 29 was 
waiting for them. The tug C. C. Clark was made 
fast to the tioat. 

Just when the noonday whistles sereeeiied out 
Mohawk II. dashed to the end of the pier and 
leaped into the water. The crew of the tug cast 
off from the float and started after Mohawk II.. 
which in tlie meantime had struck out vigorously fur 
the New York shore. 

Some men in a rowboat attempted to head Mo- 
hawk II. off, and one of the occupants tried to grab 
its head, but the terrified horse struck the lioat 
with a forefoot, nearly overtuiiiiug it. In the 
meantime th«> Clark headed him toward tlie Lung Is- 
land shore. The horsemen on the wharf liad a roiie 
all ready to drop over the swimmer’s head, provided 
he came near enough. 

When .Mohawk II. neared the wliarf, however, 
he again turned back into the stream. For twenty 
minutes horse and tug circled around until the 
animal liecaiue tired ami swam straiglit ahead of 
the boat for the wharf, where the noose was drop)a*d 
over his head. By means of a notched plank Mo- 
liawk II. was finally got on the pier. He did not 
seem any the worse for his swim. 

TWENTY LEADING JOCKEYS. 

Waller Miller needs to ride only nineteen more 
winners to tie the record set b.v Hildebrand in 1!)04 
for the greatest iiumlier of winners ridden in any 
one year. In that year Hildebrand rode 297 win- 
ners. Tlie previous best record was 202 made liy 
C. Reiff ill l.S9«. In nine mouths Miller has ridden 
in 1.05.} races. Few jockeys have ridden more than 
1,000 races in any one year. In 1899 Tommy Burns 
rode 1 .064 ; in 1901 Winnie O’Cnoiior rode 1,047 ; 
the following year J. Ranch had 1,069 mounts; in 
li>04 Hildelirand was up in 1,160 races and last year 
W. Knapp ri}de in 1,021. So Miller has better than 
an outside <-lianee to s«*t two new marks this year. 
I.ast week lie rode eight winners. In this he was 
duplicated by Garner. Nieol was inactive during 
tlie week. Clierry roiie five winners. Here is the 
standing for tiie season, to and including the racing 
of September 2!»:

Charlie Eastman took the inaugural race from 
a good field of sprinters, and Minot showed the way 
in the fifth race. Charlie Eastman sustained a. 
slight injury by being jumped on. 

Jockey Nicol made his reapiM?arauce In the saddle. 
He was on Matador in the third race, and took part 
in the best finish of the afternoon. 

President Charles Grainger arrived from the east 
and took up bis duties as associate judge. 

Shortly after the field passed the half-mile post 
in the fifth race there was a jam.. Voting stumbled 
and- unanated jockey T. Taylor. The rider was 
badly shaken up. 

Word was received from tlie owner of Pirate, 
who is now in New York, that the useful jumper 
liad broken down. 

P. T. Chinn wired from AViudsor requesting 
stable room for fifteen horses that are on the way 
liere. 

James Artliur has second call on jockey Moreland 
for the remainder of the meeting. 

Tom Shaw was among the layers that quoted 
prices in the ring. He is representing Barne.y 
Sclireiber. Fred Cook, Ed Alvey and James Davis 
were also prominent layers that did business. It 
was claimed that Celia capital is represented by 
two books. 

CAPTAIN GREER’S STUD FARM IN IRELAND. 

Slieve Gallion Gets His Name from a Mountain id 
the Emerald Isle. 

t’ai>taiii Greer, owner of Slieve GuIHon, the best 
two-year-old in England and exiiected to be the 
favorite for the Derby of next year, has a neat 
little establishment known as Bruree, near Knor- 
kaiiy, in County Limerick, Ireland. This farm Is 
situated just below the mouutain from which the 
famous colt derives bis name and in the same range 
of hills lie Galtee More and Ard Patrick, after 
which were named the Derby winners raised by 
John Gubbins, both of which owed their supremacy, 
to the magnificent grass, thanks to Its limestone 
subsoil and frequent rainfall. County Limerick al« 
ways produces. 

Captain Greer was already known to fame as a 
horseman before he secured the black wonder, now 
considered the most valuable racehorse in training. 
The Bruree farm has sent out Wildfowler, winner 
of the St. Leger, and many other valuable races. 
Like Wildfowler, Slieve Gallion is a son of Gallinule, 
which earned undying fame ^s the sire of Pretty 
Polly. Gallinule himself was not a good racehorse, 
though well bred, being by Isonony — the best son 
of Sterling — whose dam was Isola Bella, by Stock* 
well, so Inlieriting blood of Irish Birdcateber on 
both sides of his lineage. During his racing career 
this now famous sire was owned by Abington Baird, 
the all-round sport, wbo died at Netv Orleans jnat 
after his protege, Charley Mitchell, had been de* 
clsively beaten in the prize ring by Jim CorbetL 

After the death of the Squire, as Baird wa# 
familiarly called, most of bis horses reverted to 
.Mrs. Langtry, but Gallinule was not considered 
worthy to bear the white and gold colors of the 
actress, so he was sold for a small sum to go to 
Ireland. Since leaving England h^ has done won* 
ders, and even should SUeve Gallion fail to fulfill 
expectations his sire has already headed the Hat 
of winning sires In England for three seasoua la 
succession. 

O’CONNOR LEADS THE JOCKEYS IN GERMANY^ 

Winnie O’Connor had a good lead over the other 
winning jockeys In Germany up to September 14- 
O’Conuor had then won fifty -five races and ridden 
twenty-nine second horses out of 129 mounts. ’!%« 
second rider on the list bad forty-six winners to 
his credit, while Korb, the lightweight rider of 
George Walker’s stable, was third with thirty-six 
winners.
